Washington, October 17.— President 

Wilson unexpectedly vetoed the pro- 
hibition enforcement bill today, and 
within three hour«"the House had re- 
passed It over his veto by a vote of 
176 to 53 or 22 votes more than the 
the necessary two-thirds. The -total 
vole was barely more than a majority 
of the entire mpmborshlp. 

Dry leaders in the Senate immedi- 
ately began laying plans to repnsB the 
bill there. They expect to ask unani- 
mous consent for its consideration to- 
morrow, claiming enough votes to put 
It through. They expect to act on it 
by Wednesday at the latest. 

The Prealdant refused to sign the 
Mil because it included the enforce- 
ment ot wartime prohibition. 

The objects ot wartlma prohibition, 
the Prsaident saM la his veto, had 
been satlsflad. and "sound public pol- 
icy makea clear the rffwon and neces- 
sity for Ita repeal." 

It would not be dlflhoult, the Preai- 
dent held, or Congreaa to deal sep- 
arately with the two issues. 

The veto hit Congress lllte a craeli 
of lightning. The House, getting on 
its feet again, deserted Its leders, who 
wanted to defer consideration until 
Thursday so as to round up all the 
dry members. But the drys swept In- 
to the chamber and showed there was 
an overwhelming sentiment among 
them to give the government ample 
weapons for dealing with the trafllc. 
now outlawed throughout the land.

LAUlsville, Ky., October 28.— Liquor 
Interests of the country scored a de- 
cisive victory In federal court yester- 
day when Judge Walter Evans grant- 
ed a final Injunction iireventing the 
collector of interniil n vemii' l^rom in- 
terfering witli the removal of bomled 
whisky from wareliouses and render- 
ed a decision in favor of the Ken- 
tucky Distilleries and Warehouse 
Companies which petitioned the court 
to declare war-time prohibition void. 

The record will be |)rin^ied tomor- 
row The government has stipulated 
that the record may be filed at once 
In the Supreme Court and that a mo- 
tion will be made there immediately to 
advance the case fo?^ hearing some 
time this month. 

During the closing argument of Wil- 
liam Marshall Bullitt, of counsel tor 
the plaintiff, it was announced that 
I'resident Wilson had vetoed the Val- 
stead prohibition bill. 

"I have been expecting this right 
along," said Judge Evans. 

"A motion tbat the suit be dismiss- 
ed waa filed by government attorneys, 
hut was overruled .hulge Evans then 
granted the plaiiitifl' a permanent in- 
junction restraining Internal Itev- 
enue Collector Ehvood llaniiltoii Uom 
keeping holders of whiskey now in 
bond, from taking their holdings from 
warehouses. 

A direct appeal was taken to the 
I'nited States Supreme Court. 

"We should have a decision from 
the higher court very soon," said Mr. 
■Mayer. "Judge Evans has declared 
that we are right In our prayers that 
the wartime prohibition act ia void." 

"While hia decision applies only to 
the Western dstrlct of Kentucky it 
is a decialve victory for the distillers, 
or course the appeal of the govern- 
ment of a review of the caae by the 
I'nited States Supreme Court acts as 
'a stay in preventing the removal of 
the particular 6S4 barrels of whiskey 
from the warehouse which is Involved 
in the suit."

rtn BUI GnintliiK MllUoni For Core 

Washington, October 27.— In ac- 
cordance wltt> it8 promises and the 
■plrlt of the tl.ues, the Republicans of 
the House, led by Rppresontatlve Si- 
meon D. Fess, of Oliio, chnlrman of 
the Committee on Eduontion, have dls- 
CUBsed and passed a bill providing tor 
the rkehabllltatlon of those crippled 
In industry. 

"The value of this sort of work is 
hardly. nueBtloned." Dr Fess told the 
HouM. "We very readily took to the 
rehahllltatlon of the soldiers There 
waa Uttla opposltlo to that. Vet tlu re 
*ra m*ra crlpjljed In industry every 
yttr^t all Injured are included, than 
the crippled In the mlllUry service. A 
careful taveaUgatlon waa made by the 
Federal GOTemment and the report Is 
• to the effect that there are 22.600 total 
disablUtles reaulUng trom auch Injur- 
ies every year. It we take the total 
number of thoee who ulter trom both 
toUl and slight dlBablUty It will ap- 
proach very cvlose to 800,000 a year. 
It Is BUted that a man's life to activity 
Is something like twenty yeara. So 
taking the average of the age of thoie 
crippled, 11 would seem that It occur* 
along between twenty and thirty. So 
U will be seen what a loss this disabil- 
ity is to the country, and what an ad- 

■ vanUge It would be If the government 
could take that same group and thru 
their rehabilitation put them on their 
toet a* Belf-supporling."

Wot avary dollar expended by 
tha Podatl Oovemment, at least an 
equal amount la to be expended by the 
State govemmenta.

Muskegon, Midi . Ocjlobcr L'S — Ten 
persons were reporteii drowned today 
when the lake ateanter Ct^ of Mus- 
kegon was blown Into a pier one mile 
oft shore and partially wrecked.
